“I know that the ‘carrying out of 
this plun will mean hardships 
for all of us. A: brond plan = has 
been laid down by Government, 
but its carrying out will demand 
the untted effort of the whole na- 
tion. You cannot expect all details 
at once. They will have to be 
worked out industry by industry as 
the ‘plan develops”, 

The Prime Minister said that this 
meant that Britons would have to 
be willing to accept snerifices as 
individuals for the common good 
and that Government were resolved 
that there should be ons far os 
possible equality, of .sacrifice. - 


“Jt is for thls reason,” he sald, “that
